Trustees say they 
want to make it 
easier on the next 
school board.

School board trustees are 
set to rule on changes to poli¬ 
cies related to accommoda¬ 
tion reviews and school clo¬ 
sures, based on difficult les¬ 
sons learned when they voted 
to close Niagara-on-the- 
Lake’s only high school. 

If Tuesday's scheduled 
vote goes as expected, 
trustees from the previous 
term will rule on policies for 
reviews that are expected to 
be dealt with by the new 

Lynn Campbell, trustee on 
the board for the previous 
four-year-term, is a member 
of the governance committee 
which has been studying a 
number of policy changes 
since early this year. 

Most of them are “minor 
house-keeping” issues 
intended to simplify proce¬ 
dures for the new board of 
trustees, she says.

One of the suggested 
changes would prevent the 
board from approving condi¬ 
tional school closures, such 
as the motion that said NDSS 
would close after the 2010 
school year if enrolment had¬ 
n’t reached 350 students by 
October, 2009. 

The amendment would 
mean that a board decision to 
close a school “will provide 
certainty and finality in its 
decision-making for the sake 


of the community and will 
not adopt conditional 
motions that prolong the 
uncertainty of the school's 
future or outcome," the gov¬ 
ernance report says. 

The new rule would give 
complete responsibility for 
closure to the board. 

"We do not want to 
increase anxiety or build false 
hope or divide communities 
by putting a cloud of uncer¬ 
tainty over a school,” the 
report says. "When we do 
that, trustees may be shifting 
the responsibility of closing a 
school to a community by 
creating a condition they may 
fail to meet" 

Campbell approves of the 
policy change for the new 
board that takes over in 
December. 

“I certainly agree that con¬ 


ditional motions for school 
closures are not a good idea 
after what happened in 
NOTL, because there was a 
lot of hope and a lot of money 
and effort put into turning the 
school around in one short 
year in an attempt to get the 
enrolment up,” says 
Campbell. 

“But it was not enough 
time, and it left the people of 
NOTL understandably angry 
and disillusioned." 

It takes a while for new 
trustees to acclimatize them¬ 
selves to the running of the 
board, she says. 

“We’re not trying to slip 
something through, we’re 
just trying to make it easier 
for new trustees.” 

It makes sense, she adds, 
that seasoned trustees use 
their experience, in this case 


gained through the process of 
closing NDSS, to improve the 
procedure for all concerned. 

lonathan Fast, the only 
NOTL resident to be elected 
to the new term of trustees, 
has been attending board 
meetings for the last two 
years. While he understands 
trustees worked hard on gov¬ 
ernance issues to improve 
policies regarding school clo¬ 
sures, he feels the new 
trustees should be the ones to 
make decisions that will 
affect their term, he says. 

“They've been researching 
these issues since last 
January, they’ve put a lot of 
work into it, and that's great. 
But close to 50 per cent of the 
trustees will not be return¬ 
ing,” says Fast 
“I think the report and rec¬ 
ommendations should be 


handed over to the new 
trustees for review.” 

The other suggestion that 
arose from the closure of 
NDSS relates to public dele¬ 
gations. 

The governance commit¬ 
tee is recommending all dele¬ 
gations about a school clo¬ 
sure be made at meetings 
prior to the final vote—the 
public will not be permitted 
to address the board on a 
school closure being voted 
on at the same meeting. 

The governance report 
says that NDSS delegations 
from families with young 
children were scheduled to 
speak late at night, between 8 
and 10 p.m. so that the num¬ 
ber of delegates speaking at 
the final meeting had to be 
restricted. Those who wanted 
to stay until the discussion

and vote were finished were 
sometimes forced to stay 
until 10 or 11 p.m.. 

Campbell says the policy 
change would bring fairness 
toallthosewho want to speak 
to a school closure, and 
would also give trustees time 
to ask questions and deliber¬ 
ate the information they’re 
given, rather than having new 
information presented the 
same night they are required 

the governance changes at 
their last meeting, but not 
enough trustees attended. 
The discussion and vote is 
now expected to take place 
Tuesday, Nov. 23, the last 
board meeting of the current 

Paolo Miele, a trustee can¬ 
didate who failed to win a 
seat on the board, plans to 
continue as an education 
watchdog for NOTL parents. 
He hoped to make a delega¬ 
tion regarding some of the 
proposed changes expected 
to be discussed Tuesday, but 
was told he could resubmit 
his request to speak to 
trustees in January - once 
again a “slap in the face” for 
local parents, he says. 

The new board meets for 
the first time Dec 14.

It’s not unusual for retir¬ 
ing employees to be reward¬ 
ed for their years of serv¬ 
ice—a gold watch is the tra¬ 
ditional gift—but a local 



man who left his post of 17 
years with Ontario Power 
Generation has had a lane 
named after him in recogni¬ 
tion of his work. 

Engineer Dave Heath 
recendy retired from his job 
as plant manager at the Sir 
Adam Beck Generating 
Station, where he worked for 
the last 17 years. 

Now, the lane that leads 
from the Niagara River 
Parkway to the Floral Clock 
parking lot, along side the 
power station to the pump 
generating storage station 
behind it—the only one in 
Canada, and as Heath likes 
to joke, the best-managed in 
the country—has been 
renamed Heath Lane. 

For as long as anyone can 
remember, the access road 
was called Pogo Lane, and 
nobody, says OPG 
spokesman Dean Norton, 
knows where the original 

an acronym, it 
l’t named for anybody, 
it had no historical connota¬ 
tion—and it was a silly 
name, says Norton. 

So when the discussion 
began several years ago that 
Heath would be retiring and 
that he deserved to have 
something named after him, 
the idea of renaming the 
laneway came to mind, says 
Norton. 

"We talked about naming 
a building after him, but you 
can’t do that before he dies, 
and we didn’t want to wait,” 
jokes Norton. 

The laneway seemed the 
perfect alternative, he said. 

Sir Adam Beck manage¬ 
ment wanted to recognize 
Heath's enormous contribu¬ 
tion to many significant 
hydro projects in die area, 
including the Niagara 
Tunnel Project from the time 
it was first discussed in the 
80s until the beginning of 
construction 20 years later. 

Heath was also instru¬ 
mental in implementing a 
safety program and for 
improving the plant safety 
record, Norton said.

But perhaps most telling 
of the respect for Heath is 
that once the name change 
was announced, nobody at 
the plant questioned the 
idea—everyone was very 
supportive of the honour 
that was being bestowed 
on their retiring plant

manager. 

And an honour was how 
Heath views having a lane 
named after him. 

The storage station which 
the lane leads to is becoming 
more important with the 
advent of wind turbines, he 
says. “We need a means of 
storing energy, and that’s 
one of its roles. It will 
become more important as 
time goes by.” 

The generating plant, he 
says, “is one of Canada's 
engineering marvels. It will 
be here for a long, long time.” 


Having the access road 
named after him, he says, "is 
pretty special. The NOTL 
facility is one of the flagship 
plants. It’s nice to have your 
name attached to it.” 

Retirement, says Heath, is 
turning out to be just what he 
hoped—so far, it seems like a 
long holiday. He and his wife 
spent some time in Nova 
Scotia for the birth of their 
grandchild, and he has been 
busy since returning—he has

As for his years working for 
the hydro station, "I loved it. 
It was a wonderful facility 
and the staff was pretty spe¬ 
cial. This is an awful nice way 
to go out.”

_L cil is likely to be - or at least 
should be - public transit in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

The electorate couldn’t have made 
it more clear that it is important to 
them, and the candidates in the 
recent municipal election, whether 
successful or not, all agreed. 

Transit was also the last issue of 
importance to be discussed by the 
previous council, which deferred a 
decision to spend more money 
($25,000) for more information to 
follow up on a study that was com¬ 
missioned by the town (at a cost of 
$50,000). 

Options presented to councillors at 
that time included an enhanced 
token program, various fixed route 
operations using small buses and a 
taxi service for those areas not cov¬ 
ered. Cost estimates for those 
options ranged from $30,000 to 
$277,000. 

Yet about two weeks after that 
report was discussed at council, a 
couple of local companies already in 
the business of transportation—one 
a patient transfer service for those 


who require ambulance-type vehi¬ 
cles, the other covering a wide range 
of limousine services—jumped in to 
fill the transit needs of seniors and 
youth in the community. 

NOTL Transit has brought back the 
community shuttle, partially funded 
by community-minded businesses, 
and a taxi service for those who 
don't meet the criteria for subsi¬ 
dized tokens. 

Two local businessmen, David 
Mole of Niagara Classic Cars and 
Casey McNab of Niagara Patient 
Transfer, are to be commended for 
using their resources to put into 
place what the town, on its own, 
could not. We hear they are further 
responding to local needs by work¬ 
ing with churches to transport sen¬ 
iors to Sunday services. 

In this week’s Advance, they are 
thanking their sponsors and the 
community for their support. 

We say thank you to them for find¬ 
ing a way to make this happen, and 
to the businesses who are subsidiz¬ 
ing the cost. 

And we encourage our councillors, 
when it comes time to open discus¬ 
sions, to find a way work with them.

to reduce obesity rates in 
school aged children. 

They have already taken a 
very active role in remov¬ 
ing pop machines from 
school buildings and elim¬ 
inating trans-fat from the 


menus. Now they are help¬ 
ing fight obesity by encour¬ 
aging students to walk to 

We applaud them in their 
effort to fight obesity, 
although it is not the job of 
any school board to teach 
healthy eating or exercise. 
Healthy eating and exer¬ 
cise are the jobs of parents; 
the board has brought this 
upon themselves. They 
have continued to close 
neighbourhood schools 
and bus children in from 
farther distances. 

If the DSBN would spend 
the money to support com¬ 
munity schools and 
enforce boundaries, chil¬ 


dren could walk to school 
and for those too far to 
walk they would at least 
have shorter bus rides than 
the NOTL high school stu¬ 
dents do now. 

The average high school 
student in NOTL spends 
up to two hours a day on 
the bus, one hour each 
way. Not only is it impossi¬ 
ble for these students to 
walk to their high schools, 
they spend so much time 
on the bus they have 
reduced time for physical 
activity. 

The trustees also dis¬ 
cussed some other inter¬ 
esting information at this 
meeting. 


They have decided that 
they want to change the 
rules of order for school 
closures. In 2008 the 
trustees made the decision 
to close NDSS based on a 
conditional motion; a 
motion that required NDSS 
to increase its enrolment to 
350 by October 2009. 

The DSBN put the 
responsibility of the school 
closure on the community 
and this caused undue 
stress and anxiety. 

NOTL had countless 
ideas and spent thousands 
of dollars for a football 
team and International 
Baccalaureatte program¬ 
ming to attract new stu¬ 


dents to NDSS, but was 
never supported by the 
same trustees who made 
the motion that we needed 
to raise our numbers. 

How nice of them to 
change the rules of order 
now. Instead they divided 
our community and left us 
to pick up the pieces, with¬ 
out even an apology. 

This school board had 
better start to realize that 
they are dealing with peo¬ 
ple and communities, not 
just numbers. 

Hopefully the new board 
of trustees that starts in 
December will recognize 
this and make changes for 
the better.

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Willowbank stone conservation a learning experience 


> Stone walls of 
historic 
Queenston 
estate getting a 
facelift from former

Hidden beneath a blue 
tarpaulin on the south and 


west side of Willowbank’s 
lower walls is an intricate, 
meticulous process that 
presents an opportunity to 
the public and to the insti¬ 
tution’s students—an 
opportunity to see stone 
conservation in action. 

“It’s been a good oppor¬ 
tunity for the students, I 
think, more than anyone 
-as well as the workers - 
they’ve been given the 
opportunity to come in 
and ask all the questions 
and see a real life project 
going on,” said Emily 


Kszan, project leader and 
graduate of the School of 
Restoration Arts. 

“The opportunity to be 
involved is something that 
people really enjoy with 
Willowbank.” 

And it's not just the stu¬ 
dents who are learning as 
the crew has also learned 
a great deal about the ven¬ 
ture they’ve undertaken, 
which is no run of the mill 
operation. 

"We took a lot of precau¬ 
tions with archaeology 
when we were doing the 


digging around the wall 
for the trench,” said Kszan. 

“We’ve been learning a 
lot about the structure and 
things we didn’t know - 
it’s not an ordinary job.” 

Attending to the dam¬ 
aged areas of the wall, 
stone masons have been 
busy, and very careful, in 
their efforts to ensure not 
only a job done well, but a 
job done right. 

With stones being 
removed, labelled and put 
back in the same order, 
their work is cut out for 


them, and Kszan says that 
it is of paramount impor¬ 
tance that nothing gets 
lost in the mix. 

“The wall will come 
back about three inches, 
so everything will essen¬ 
tially be compressed,” she 
said. 

“And because the stones 
are so closely fitted and 
the joints are so small, if 
we lose a stone or this 
stone gets mixed up with 
that stone it could be a big 
nightmare - so it is like a 
giant jigsaw puzzle.” 


An integral part to 
ensuring the success of 
the restoration of the walls 
is to keep the area dry and 
warm, using the tarps to 
protect from the elements. 

The hope is that the 
winter will be relatively 
warm and that there will 
be a significant amount of 
insulating snow, as the 
tarped area should remain 
with the range of 40°F- 
85°F.
